London, Dec. 25.—An application to Parlia- 
meot is talked of for an augmentation of the fecret 
fervice money. The fingle article of Addreffes 
is fuppoted to coft more than the whole prefent al- 
lowance, and the new affociations will add very 
confiderably to the expence. 

The foilowing is an accurate copy of the firft 
of the motions made by the Marquis of Lanf- 
downs in the Houfe of Lords on Friday laft: 

That an huinble addres be prefented to his Ma- 
jetty, requefting that his Majeity will be gracioufly 
plealed to take fuch meafures as to his royal wit- 
dom may icem mect, for conveying to fuch perfons 
on whem the fate of Louis’ XVI. depends, the 
folicitnde of his Majetty and of this country, for 
the perfone! fafety of that unhappy Prince, by 
the moft effeflual means and in the ftrongett 
terms, confiftent wich the refpect due to an inde- 
pendent nation. 

A dreadful! account of the maffacre of the gar- 
rifon of Franckicrt is circulated in Paris. The 
Heffians are ftated to have bribed and intoxicated 
the inhabitants, who inhemanly aflaffinated the 
unfufpedting foldiers with large knives made for 
the execrable purpofe. Twelve hundred French 
men and women are reported to have been /Jlaugh- 
tered by this diabolical tratagem, and feveral of 
the forvivers fent afterwards from Franckiert to 
Menta with their bands cut +f. . 

January 5.—Yeerday morning Capt. Barlow, 
commander of Childers loop of war, arrived ex- 
prefs, atthe Admiralty, with the following intel- 
ligence; That being on a cruife off the coaft of 
France, he on Wednelday lait flood clofe in with 
the bagceries of Breit berbour. One of them fired 
a hot at the Chiiders, which paffed over her. She 
then hoifted her colours; the French batteries 
did che frome. 

The Childers being driven bv a flood tide near- 
ertothe batteries, tacy beran a very heavy crois 
fire, and one very large ‘hot itrack the Joop, bat 
cid no other material injury than fhattering ‘ome 
of her rigging. In ivhe mean time a breeze of 
wind fprung up, and the Childers efcaped, and 
has fince arrived off Plymouth. 

Three fail of the lire and five frigates were in 
Bret Water, with their fails bent, 











Yefterday letters were received fromthe Medit- 
erranean, which mention that the French naval 
force in thole feas amount to 19 fail of the line, 
and many large frigates: the Republican of 110 
guns is in Toulon Roads. 

A letter from the Hague fays, ‘* the war efta- 
blifhment, which has not been on foot bere during

which the Prince of Or ance has prepoied the 
formation of a corps of arvilery for the fea lervice, 
to be henceforth permanent.

Ai: che thips of the Re- 
public have been ordered to be in readineis in 
March.”’

Ic feems to be the prevailing opinion in Paris, 
that the fentence of the King will be retered by 
the convention to the re-conficeration of the Pri 
mary Aflemblies. The next quettion ib—warther 
the mob, who are intent on his immediate death, 
will permit fuch a reference. la esther caie, a 
very ferious tumult feems certain.
